Now all 
they have to do is to get the natives used to saying "winter sea­ 
son” and “summer season" instead of THE season. 
The promotion of southern P lorida as a summer resort is one 
of the most successful and remarkable developments of its kind 
Oil record. For almost half a century Florida grew steadily as 
a winter resort. After the second World W ar it took on boom 
proportions. Over eights' miles of the East coast from Miami 
north was built almost solid in resort hotels, homes and business 
establishments. Swamps were converted into high class residen­ 
tial subdivisions. Apartment hotels were built by the thousands. 
All of them did well in January, February and March but most 
of them had to close in the summer because no one thought of 
going to F’lorida for a summer vacation. They thought it was too 


A few years ago the hotel and other business investors decided 
they could sell people on the idea of spending their summer 
vacations in Florida at bargain rates. 
More hotels and business 
establishments stayed open every summer and the summer tour­ 
ist business increased year alter year. 
Refrigerated cooling has helped a lot. So has airplane travel. 
Hotels, transportation companies and restaurants got together 
and advertised "packaged deals” which they called "a million­ 
aire’s vacation on piggy bank income.” Hotel rates were cut in 
half— and more. They "didn’t do very well the first year or two, 
but they stayed with the idea and continued the promotion—• 
and it is now paying off haridsomely. 
Can this be done on a smaller scale in the Palm Springs desert 
resort area? Many people think it can—others say Palm Springs 
can never hope to do any summer tourist business. I think a 
summer clientele could be built up with the proper promotion 
and cooperation. It would have to be entered into with the idea 
that it would take three years to get it going on a really paying 
basis. It would take determination, courage and cooperation. 
Some have already made a start. If a lot of them would join in 
a whole-hearted campaign there is every reason to believe that 
Palm Springs could have a pretty good “summer tourist season" 
also.

If there had been any doubts 
in the minds of the people of 
the United States that we now 
have a President in fact isome­ 
thing we have had in name only 
for almost a decade), that doubt 
was dispelled between one and 
two p. m. on Monday, the 2nd of 
February. 
President 
Eisenhower 
deliv­ 
ered his first 
speech 
on 
the 
‘‘State of the Union,” 
as sug­ 
gested 
by the Constitution. It 
was the kind of speech a Con­ 
gress, and the people it repre­ 
sents, have the right to expect 
from a President. It was firm, 
but 
reserved. 
It indicated the 
position the United States would 
take in matters now before us. 
It 
was received with enthusi­ 
asm in and out of the Congress. 
When the President said sim­ 
ply, 
"Our policy, 
dedicated to 
making the free world secure, 
will envision all peaceful meth­ 
ods and devices—except break­ 
ing faith with our friends,” there 
was applause; but when he fol- 
low’ed that by saying, “ I shall 
ask the Congress at a later date 
to Join in an appropriate reso­ 
lution making clear 
that this 
Government recognizes no kind 
of commitment contained in se­ 
cret understandings of the past 
with foreign governments which 
permit 
this 
kind 
of 
enslave­ 
ment,” there 
was, 
literallv 
a 
spontaneous shout of approval 
and applause. This means the 
repudiation of the Yalta agree­ 
ment. in which the ailing Mr. 
Roosevelt turned over the honor 
and the assets of an ally, China, 
to a better bargainer, Russia, 
without consulting China. 


ON THE HOME 
FRONT, the 
President said, equally simply, 
that the “grand labors” of the 
new administration i n c l u d e d 
(among other things) the "es­ 
tablishment 
of a national ad­ 
ministration of 
such integrity 
and 
such 
efficiency 
that 
its 
honor at home w ill insure re­ 
spect abroad.” 
The most dynamic part of the 
President's speech was his state­ 
ment that the 
U. S. 
Seventh 
Fleet would no longer be used 
to 
protect 
communist 
China. 
"This 
has 
meant,” 
said 
the 
president, “ that the United States 
Navy was required to serve as a 
defensive 
arm 
of 
Communist 
China.” He then recited the re­ 
fusals of the Chinese commu­ 
nists 
to 
cooperate 
with 
the 
United Nations in efforts towards 
peace, or even armistice. 
In brief, we have been say­ 
ing manv of the things the Pres­ 
ident sa’id. Now it appears we 
are about to do them, and to 
speak firmly, and without equiv­ 
ocation. 
My subcommittee has started 
work. One of the first items be­ 
fore us was a request for a sup­ 
plementary appropriation of ap­ 
proximately one million dollars 
to make a complete investiga­ 
tion of U. S. citizens employed 
by 
the 
United 
Nations. 
This 
means a check 
of about 1600 
people. W e w ill 
grant 
it. 
al­ 
though we w ill suggest the use 
of money already appropriated 
to the Department of State; not 
new money from the taxpayers. 


W HAT IN TER ESTED my sub­ 
committee was the statement of 
the new U. S. Representative to 
the United Nations, Mr. Lodge, 
that the investigations, by the 
F B.I. and the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, “ would be more a ques­ 
tion of security risk than dis­ 
loyalty.” You cun be loyal, said 
Mr. Lodge, and still be a poor 
security risk.
